2. No Offlcei- shall he entitled to such Allou-anoe on the Ground 

of Age udio shall not have completed the Ml Age of Sixttj Tears, 
and who shall not have served as an Officer of the Public Body 
hereby antlioiized to grant such Allowances TmeiHij Years at the 
least. ^ 

3. No Grant shall be valid under this Act it made by a Public 
Body, meeting from Time to Time, imless it shall be sanctioned 
hy Two lloetings of such Body, the Second Meeting to be at an 
Interval of not less than One Mouth from the Krst, and unless at 
the Second Meeting the Sanction of the Lord Lieutenant or other 10 
Chief Governor of Ireland, sigiiifled in Writing hy the Chief or 
Under Secretary of Ireland for the 'lime being, to such proposed 
Superannuation, shall he produced and laid before the same ; aud 
no Grant shall be valid if made by a Grand Jiuy ruiless the same 
shall be previously approved of by the County at large Presentment 15 
Sessions, and ruilcss tlio Sanction of the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Oliicf Governor of Ireland to such jiroirosed Superanimation, signifled 
as aforesaid, shall ho produced and laid before the Grand Jm-y. 

4. The Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor of Ireland may, 

at his Discretion, grant a Superannuation Allowance to the Col- 20 
lector General of Bates in Dublin, and to tire Officers employed in 
the Office of the said Colleotor General ; hut such Suporaiuuuatiou 
Allowance shall in no Case exceed the Amount which Public 
Bodies are hereby authorized to grant to Officers in their Sendee, 
and shall he subject to the same Piestrietions as to mental and 25 
liodily luflrmity. Age, and Service, as is herein-hefore proidded with 
respect to Grants by PubUc Bodies to Officers in their Service imder 
this Act ; aud in ease of the Grant of any such Superannuation 
AUowmncc it shall he lawful for the Collector General of Bates in 
Dublin for the Time being to add such Superannuation Allowance SO 
to the Expenses of the Management of his Office, and to charge 
the same in the same Manner and on the same Eumls as he is 
now authorized hy Laiv to charge said Expenses ; and such Super- 
annuation Allowance shall be a Charge on said Eunds, in addition 
to any Sum be is now by Law entitled to charge on the same. So 

6. The lord lieutenant or other Chief Governor of Ireland may, 
at Ids Disoretiou, grant a Superannuation Allowance to the Officers 
employed in the Office of the Auditor of County Treasm-ers Ac- 
coimts I hut such Superannuation Allowance shall in no Case exceed 
. the Amount which Public Bodies are hereby authorized to grant to 40 
Officers in their Serviee, and shall he subject to the same Bestrietions, 
as to mental aud bodily Infirmity.
